Killam Farmer 
Found: Foster 
Son Arreste 


Eli C. Morgan, Killam farmer 
who mysteriously disappeared 
eight days ago, has been found 
dead, and his 18-year-old foster 
son, Bruce, has been arrested, ac- 
cording to word received by the 
R.C.M.P. headquarters here Wed- 
nesday morning. 

The discovery of Morgan's body 
was made Tuesday afternoon. It 
was found in his field buried about 
two feet below the surface 
Ingold, the foster son, is being held 
for questioning by the Hardisty de- 
tachment, R.C.M.P. 
that Morgan was shot and his body 
buried, after which his assailant 
burned the weapon. 


DISAPPEARED MAY 11 

Morgan disappeared at about 10:30 
p.m. of May 11, at about the same 
time that the shack on the section 
of Jand, on which Morgan and his 
foster son were working, was des- 
troyed by fire. 

A thorough search of the ruins the 
following day failed to reveal any 
clue to Morgan's disappearalice, ex- 
cept that a .22 calibre rifle, contain- 
ing an empty shell, was found in the 
debris. 

At about 3 p.m. Tuesday, Ingold 
suddenly disappeared. He was found 
hiding in a straw stack some dis- 
tance away last Wednesday and has 
since then been under R.C.M.P. sur 
veillance. He was arrested, with the 
charge pending, after Morgan's body 
was discovered Tuesday afternoon. 
BODY FOUND 

Morgan's body was found face 
down in the plowed field some dis- 
tance from the scene of the fire. 

Dr: H. S. Shirreffs, coroner, Days- 
land, arrived at Killam Tuesday 
night to name an inquest jury, and 
then ordered indefinite postpone- 
ment of the hearing. The post mor- 
tem examination will be held at 
Killam with’ Dr. John Macgregor, 
University of Alberta pathologist. 
in charge. 

According to Dr. Shirreffs there 
Was a gunshot wound.on the right 
side of the body, “probably” caused 
by a rifle. He said, however, that 
a post mortem examination would 
be required before a definite con- 
clusion as to the nature of the 
wound could be reached. Dr, Mac- 
gregor left for Killam early Wed- 
nesday.

Gainfully-employed persons al- 
ready have been registered 
through the unemployment insur- 
ance offices across Canada. 

“We are approaching a tight labor 
situation and labor shortages are 
reported from many sections of Can- 
ada,” Mr. Little told the newspaper- 
men. “yet we are aware that there 
are still unemployed men in this 
country.

Is Best Method 
To Help Russia

LONDON, May 20.—(CP)— 
Bombing Germany Js the beat way 
of assisting Russia “until such time 
as we are able to make a care- 
fully-planned attack upon the con- 
tinent of Europe, which we in- 
tend to do,” Sir Stafford Cripps 
told the house of commons today. 

Answering criticism in the sec- 
ond day of a war debate in which 
Prime Minister Churchill is not 
participating, Sir Stafford, who is 
government leader in the house, 
declared the government is ready 
to face a vote of confidence if “any 
substantial body of members” de- 
sired it, 

Leslie Hore-Belisha, former war 
secretary and a critic of the war 
leadership, urged establishment of 
a separate ministry of defence, 
which now is under Mr. ChurchilJ. 
CHURCHILL EXPERIENCED 

“The war cabinet desires to have 
the advice of a first-class defence 
minister, and there is no one with 
wider and long experience of de- 
fence problems than the Prime 
Minister,” replied Sir Stafford. 

To repeated aseertions that Mr. 
Churchill dominated the govern- 
ment and even appeared te hyp- 
notize others, Sir Stafford replied 
that “the Prime Minister as min- 
ister of defence, submits to con- 
trol of the cabinet just as other 
ministers do in their sphere of 
activity.” 

Mr. Hore-Belisha conceded that 
the government should not be 
“hounded into opening a western 
front against Germany,” saying that 
would be perhaps “the biggest un- 
dertaking in British military his- 
tory, and worse than not undertak- 
ing itewould be to undertake it and 
fail.”

Members of the 
British United Press staff, living in 
many sections of London, reported 
that they were awakened at inter- 
vals by planes, and Londoners 
coming to work on street cars and 
busses agreed that “our blokes must 
have kept the home fires burning 
last night.” 

Radio Berlin called the foray a 
“nuisance raid,” but admitted that 
the British had “materially dam- 
aged residential quarters in some 
towns.” Six planes were shot 
down, Radio Berlin said, indicat- 
ing that the “nuisance” had been 
sizeable, 


The R.A.F.'s three previous visits |

Mr, Nicholson said houses should 
be provided and should be con- 
structed so that they would be per- 
manent and rent al a price soldiers’ 
families could afford 

Mr, Howe said the government 
had adopted a type of housing that 
would give the tenant every com- 
fort but would not be too expensive 
because in many instances they 
would not be needed after the war 
in the points where located. 

They might seem more expensive 
than National Housing act build- 
ings because the former were plac- 
ed on streets with sidewalks, sew-

what occupations they are filted to

“We must know these things to 
handle the task of fitting men to 
Jobs. 


“Tt is unreasonable to allow an 
uncontrolled condition to force wo- 
men into industry while bread-win- 
ners are unemployed. Housing, 
transportation and other factors en- 
ter into the problems of directing 
men to employment, but guch fact- 
ors cannot be considered except in 
the light of what manpower is 
available, and where it is available.’ 

The order for registration of un- 
employed was dated May 19 and 
signed by Labor Minister Mitchell. 

Failure to comply with the re- 
quirements makes any person liable 
to a fine not exceeding $200, im- 
prisonment of not more than three 
months—or both. 


There is no provision for com- 
poving Persons to take employ- 
ment.

“We believe that if we can get to 
a man and explain the need, 90 per 
cent will respond,” Mr, Little said. 

With regard to employment of 
older men in industry, the registra- 
tion will include men up to 70 years 
of age. The selective service di-| 
rector said he thought industry will 
apply ‘common-sense” ag labor con- 
ditions become tighter. 


GET ACCURATE INFORMATION 

One’ estimate placed the number 
of unemployed in Canada at 100,- 
000, Mr. Little said. More accurate 
information would be available 
when results of the recent survey 
of employed persons was compiled: 

The new registration of persons 
not gainfully employed will in- 
clude those generally described as 
unemployable but many of them 
will probably ultimately find a 
Place in Canada’s war needs, Mr. 
Little said. 

“What is en unemployable to- 
day may not be tomorrow if the 
needs are great enough,” he said. 

Information on immediate labor 
needs was only by hearsay and was 
not sufficient to establish a total 
figure for Canada 

“There is a general shortage of 
skilled trades and a local short- 
age of all trades,” he said. “In 
British Columbia there is an over- 
all shortage.” 

NEED CO-OPERATION 

“To win this war, every bit of 
available strength has to be utiliz- 
ed,” Mr, Little said. “We recognize 
that many men who have sincerely 
wanted to work have not been able 
to work, and we intend to end that 
condition as fast as our informa- 
tion and the machinery of admin- 
istration can permit it, 


“But we must know something 
about men before we can put 
them in jobs. We also must have 
co-operation from the employers 
in telling us where the jobs are 
soing to be—anticipating their 
needs and telling us, We earnestly 
request employers to list their 
current and future needs with the 
employment offices, 

“We also recognize that there are 
men who are able to work, who are 
in areas where work is available, 
but who have not voluntarily taken 
steps to fit themselves into the pic- 
ture. When we know who they are, 
what they can do and where they 
Can be most useful, we believe they 
will recognize their responsibil- 
ities.” 

Men who are not gainfully em- 
ployed or occupied, no matter what 
their status or condition otherwise, 
must register. Mr. Little said gain- 
ful employment, while Canada is at 
War, means that every man whe is 
able to work should be working at 
a job which contributes to the win- 
ning of the war, even if it means 
working at a Job which merely re- 
lease another man for heavier war 
tasks.

Nazis’ Offensive 
On Kerch Termed 


Tempo Of Far 
East Warfare 
Is Increasing

Overshadowed by the great 
battle in Russias, the far Pacific 
war theatre took on omineus new 
significance today as Australia’s 
Prime Minister John Curtin 
warned that “the tempo of the 
struggle is increasing and our 
fighting men hourly face the 
supreme test.” 

Mr. Curtin’s statement, possibly 
hinting at the imminence of a new 
Japanese invasion threat, followed 
upon China's warning yesterday 
that Japan is preparing an offen- 
sive to crush Chiang Kai-Shek's 
main Chinese armies and knock 
China out of the war. 

“You have been told that the 
next few weeks are fraught with 
grave possibilities," Mr. Curtin said. 
“IT repeat that warning in the sterne 
est terms.” 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur's head- 
quarters said Australian and United 
States fliers continued their scout. 
ing sweeps over the northern 
islands where the Japanese were 
reported massing new armadas for 
& possible thrust toward Australia. 

On the Burma front, British head- 
quarters announced “no change” as 
British and Indian  rearguards 
awaited contact with Japanese 
troops driving up the Chindwin 
river valley toward India. 


Twenty-Two Warned 
On Humane Counts 


Twenty-two persons were warn- 
ed against overloading livestock 
trucks during the past month, by 
inspectors of the Alberta Humane 


Society, it was reported at a meet- 
ing held at the Y.W.C.A.,, Wed- 
nesday. 


Humane Inspector H. J. Jones re- 
ported that in the month ending 
May 19, 34,625 swine and hogs had 
been inspected by him, 928 cattle, 
1,373 calves, and 442 sheep. 

As a result of inspections, 24 per- 
sons were warned against using no 
partitions in. trucks, 22 warned 
against overloading, 15 persons for 
having no bedding in live stock 


trucks. Nineteen shippers were 
warned of infraction of regula- 
tions. 


Fourteen dead animals were dis- 
covered on arrival at stock yards 
and 28 crippled animals were dis- 
covered. These animals were 
chiefly hogs and sheep and in- 
juries resulted from overloading by 
the shippers and careless truck 
drivers, the officer said. 

Inspector A. Lawrence reported 
479 cattle, 2,700 hogs. 50 sheep and 
131 horses inspected during the 
month, 

Numerous other inspections are 
carried out each month in poultry 
product establishments, horse sale 
barns and stables where livestock is 
kept and handled.

Fewer Than 100

DIEGO SUAREZ, Madagascar, 
May 20.—Fewer than 100 killed

in Northern Madagascar. 

The full story of the combined 
operations over the coral reef and 
almost roadless northern peninsula 
of Madagascar can now be told. 

They were so daringly plannea 
that the French thought them im- 
possible and made no preparation to 
meet them. 

They provided for our convoys to 
afrive, under cover of darkness, in- 
side a dangerous series of rocks and 
cora] reefs which form a ring 
around the bay on the west side of 
the island. It is separated from 
Diego Suarez—an immense land- 
locked harbor, larger in. area than 
Scapa Flow—by a serrated and 
overgrown peninsula some 25 miles 
wide, 


BATTERIES NOT MANNED 

Recently installeq six-inch and 
3.7-inch batteries commanded the 
wide horizon of the bay, but so} 
satisfied were the French that no| 
large ship could thread the danger- 
ous channels through the reefs in 
darkness that the batteries were 
manned only during daylight.

8t 2 a.m., May 5, our light craft led 
in a large ship convoy, we were 
able to take up our anchorages 
unhindered Within a minute of the 
scheduled time.

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Getting Somewhere 


The Governments of, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba and the farm organizations 
of those provinces are being asked to send 
delegates to meet with representatives of 
the Government and the farm organiza- 
tions of Alberta, in a conference where the 
basic economic problems of the western 
farmer will be threshed out. There is 
every prospect that the invitations wiil be 
welcomed and the conference materialize. 


Naturally farm deb:s and the farm 
credit question will hold a prominent 
place on the program. This question is 


beyond the range of private or corporation 
solution. Neither the farmer nor the mort- 
gage company can find the answer, either 
to the existing debt tangle or to the pro- 
vision of future farm credit. Just as the 
Dominion had to come to the aid of pri- 
vate enterprise to finance war industries, 
it will have to come to the aid of the farm- 
er, both in regard to present indebtedness 
and future loans. 

But readjusting present debts and pro- 
viding cheap loans for the future will not 
put western agriculture on its feet. To ac- 
complish that, the farmer will have to be 
enabled to farm at a profit. He will have 
to get prices for his products fairly in 
keeping with the prices of what he must 
buy. Agriculture, as the Edmonton Bul- 
letin has urged for many years, needs not 
only relief in the matter of debts and 
credit—but stabilization in the matter of 
farm income. 

However it is to be brought about, the 
western farmer cannot prosper—nor the 
western country either—until equilibrium 
is established between what the farmer 
gets and what he has to pay out. The con- 
ference, it is to be hoped, will point the 
way to that essential balanced economy. 


Facing A Challenge 


Five hundred young men and women, 
most of them residents of Alberta, re- 
ceived their degrees and certificates from 
the University at the convocation held 
yesterday. With the medical students who 
graduated some weeks ago, this year’s 
graduation class is oné of the largest in 
the history of the 32-year-old institution. 
The number is only slightly below that of 
last year, showing that war conditions 
have not seriously hampered the cause of 
higher education in this province. 

More than half this year’s graduates 
go directly into the armed forces or into 
war work. If this means for them a post- 
ponement of plans and dreams long cher- 
ished dnd worked for, it also carries a tri- 
bute which may in some degree compen- 
sate for the delay. Because of the train- 
ing they have achieved, these young men 
and women are needed by their country in 
its hour of crisis for work which they 
could not have performed without that 
training. 

To these, and to all the graduates, con- 
gratulations are due—not so much be- 
cause their college days have ended as be- 
cause the days have been well spent. The 
diplomas they received are something 
more than testimonials to the knowledge 
they have acquired. They are proof also 
that these young people have developed 
the power to learn, which is of infinitely 
more value in life than the mere posses- 
sion of a piece of parchment. 

These graduates go out into a sorely 
troubled world. In war and in peace there 
will be need of all the knowledge they 
have gained, and of the best thought and 
effort of which they are capable. Never 
did a graduating class face a more chal- 
lenging situation. That they will meet the 
challenge and do their part maybe confi- 
dently expected, 


Reactions In Rome 


It is easy to believe Swiss reports that 
political unrest has quickened in Italy be- 
cause of Herr Hitler's recent speech. It 
was by no means the kind of speech Il 
Duce and his followers wanted to hear. 

The Fascists took Italy into the war 
for what they could get out of it. The 
stab in the back of France was_ perfectly 
timed. Great territorial profits were to be 
raked in without risk. Signor Mussolini 
was never in better form than when he 
climbed out on the balcony to receive the 
advance plaudits of his henchmen for the 
glory that was to come to them and the 
Spoils that were to be gathered from pros- 
trate France and all but down-and-out 
Britain. But the Fuehrer did not distri- 
bute the unearned profits according to ex- 
pectation, and his late speech inspired 
little hope that there will be any to distri- 
bute, In fact he quite plainly implied that 
the outcome of the whole conspiracy is 
open to doubt, and that in any case the 
Struggle will be long and hard. 

To the Fascists this must have 
sounded bad. They have lost the empire 
Italy had and bankrupted the country; 
only to be told that worse may possibly 
befall, and this by the great Fuehrer him- 
self, 

The Blackshirts will not revolt of 
course; they have to hang together or hang 
separately, But the anti-Fascist Italians 
may revolt, and they are getting more 
numerous and more angry as the days 
pass and the “goods” are not delivered.

The Mont- 
calm is there to help. Murmansk is an 
ice-free port, but Archangel is not. The 
railway line to Murmansk, however, runs 
close to the Finnish border, while that to 
Archangel is three hundred miles back 
in Russian territory. If a channel can be 
kept open through the ice in the White 
Sea, munitions landed at Archangel will 
be beyond reach of the enemy there and 
while en route to Moscow.

The extension of National Selective Service 
to all Canadians and to all industries contribut- 
ing directly or indirectly to war production will 
answer effectively the question that many have 
been asking: “Am I doing all that I can to assist 
in Canada’s war effort?” Many have already 
found the answer through voluntary enlistment 
in the armed forces or through special service 
for the government and in war industries. Now 
every Canadian will know his place, and to 
some will come the humbling if salutary answer 
that the greatest service we can render is to 
carry on to the utmost of our ability the tasks 
which we are already performing. These tasks 
are the essential civilian serviceg upon which, 
as the foundation of community life, the war 
effort must be based.

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Alaska Menaced 


Editor, Bulletin: A short time 
ago I called attention in this 
paper to an article by Professor 
G. A. Borgese, of Chicago in 
which he expressed the opinion 
that a second front should be 
created immediately by the 
despatch of an American expedi- 
tionary force to Siberia, The 
same opinion is now expressed 
by an American military author- 
ity, Major M, Wheéler-Nicholson, 
author of a number of books on 
military affairs, in the current 
Harpers, 

Major Wheeler-Nicholson says, 
“We are losing the war” and that 
we are losing it because we will 
not learn that defensive tactics 
are not enough. He thinks that 
the section of the war area which 
is the most immediately danger- 
ous is not Europe but the Pacific. 
Moreover he holds the opinion 
that this sector once conquered 
will afford the best spring-board 
from which to launch the final 
offensive in the west, There are 
no practical bridge-heads in the 
Atlantic or the Mediterranean, 
The only place from which Ger- 
many can be_ successfully at- 
tacked by the United Nations is 
the soil of Poland and Russia. 
Vast reserves of manpower exist 
in China, India and Australia. 
By freeing Asia and the Pacific 
and Indian Oceans of Japanese 
aggression, the United Powers 
can move westward along the 
Siberian railway and the Pacific 
Ocean seaways to attack Ger- 
many through the backdoor, 

So far as the Western front is 
concerned he would leave Bri- 
tain and Russia to hold that with 
such advance as may be made 
by Russia and such destruction 
as may be caused by the R.A.F, 
of military objectives, factories, 
lines of communication, docks, 
etc. He thinks that the United 
Siates and Britain should with- 
out delay occupy the Azores, the 
Canaries and the Cape Verde 
Islands, The United States 
should leave in the Atlantic only 
such naval and air power as is 
necessary to ke€p open supply 
lines and defend the coast. Then 
“every plane, man, ship, gun and 
tank possible should be concen- 
trated in the Pacific area imme- 
diately,” he writes, 

Alaska, he says, is the ideal 
point on the American continent 
for a blow by Japan at the 
United States and hence’ this is 
the point to which attention 
should be directed. He thinks 
that it is highly possible that 
Japan will attack Alaska before 
she does Siberia. Hence’ we 
should beat her to that place. 
Instead of taking a year or more 
to build the Edmonton-Alaska 
road, he holds that “hundreds of 
thousands of workers” headed by 
strong army engineer troops, 
should be put to wark to finish 
this road quickly. It is by far 
the shortest road to our ob- 
jectives, Otherwise “too late and 
too little will be our doom”, 

I do not pretend to be an army 
expert but Major Wheeler- 
Nichglson’s idea would seem not 
only to be within the realm of 
immediate practicability— which 
an invasion of Europe seems not 
to be—but far the most feasible 
of any plan yet suggested. It is 
particularly interesting to us 
who live in the western part of 
this continent.

A great many people give due 
consideration to the fact that if 
Communism was able to trans- 
form the Russian people from a 
|heterogeneous mass of indecision 
and graft, as they were in the 
last war, to a disciplined, devoted 
and capable fighting force, as 
they are in this war, there must 
be some favorable aspects to 
Communism after all. 

There js the further fact that 
the thoughts of millions of Cana- 
dians are turning into communal 
(not necessarily communistic) 
channels as the war goes on— 
particularly with regard to social 
and financial reform, 

Neither of these waves of sen- 
timent can be interpreted as in- 
dicating, to the slightest degree, 
that Canadians are going com- 
munistic, 

The truth is that the doctrine, 
in spite of all the favorable 
things that can be said about it 
and in spite of the new tolerance 
with which it is regarded, has a 
foreign flavor in Canadian 
mouths, 

It is a typically and exclusively 
Russian phenomenon. We are 
no more likely to adopt it in this 
country than we are to relinquish 
hamburgers in favor of bortsch. 

No matter what reforms we 
should seek in Canada and even 


Russians wish to destroy us, they if our objectives should become 


exactly the same as Lenin’s or 
Stalin’s, there is no chance in the 
world that we would adopt the 
same means of securing them. 

We would operate through 
typically Canadian methods just 
as the Russians have operated 
eee typically Russian meth- 
ods. 


Thus, the communistic night- 
mare, in this country, is over. We 
may not like Communism, as 
such, but we no longer fear it. 


Wholesome 


This is a much more wholesome 
frame of mind than that dark 
obsession that ruled our appre- 
hensions during those fatuous 
days when we were encouraging 
Hitler to build up his murder 
machine “to protect the world 
against Communism.” 

In short, the communistic 
bogey has been driven away by 
the simple process of getting just 
slightly acquainted with the 
Russian state. 

It is possible for us to appre- 
ciate now. what utter asses we 
made of oursélves when our 

anic and our fear caused us to 

elieve that a Communist was 
only slightly less dangerous than 
Lucifer himself, 

If this healthier state of mind 
could be induced by the develop- 
ment of a mere bowing acquaint- 
ance with what we’ believed were 
these satanic people, all the cob- 
webs of illusion might be dispell- 
ed by a genuine knowledge of 
what they are trying to do. 

Even the apostles of special 
privilege and the reactionaries 
might learn something—as the 
lawyers so seldom say—to their 
advantage. 

A nation that has affected such 


self in twenty years could surely 
teach us something.

The experts have good reason to 
cheer, it is true. hey also have 
Short memories. Very short. For 
the same cheers have come from 
the same experts before and they 
have been showered on the same 
bums. And not so long ago, either, 
Unless the figures in a clipping 
book in front of me have suddenly 
rearranged themselves, it was just 
one yeaer ago, 

JUST ABOUT SAME 

Let's check these figures. Here 
is a set which will serve nicely. 
They inform me that on May 20, 
1941, the Dodgers had won 22 
games, lost nine and run up a per- 
centage of .710. This 
is quile pertinent because it means 
that exactly one year ago today, 
the bums had done just about all 
they have done to May 20, 1942. 

For instance, they not only 
were within two gf#mes of where 
they are today in the standings, 
but they had scored 166 runs 
while giving up 100. They had 
pitched five shut outs and on six 
other occasions had limited their 
rivals to two runs or less, This 
year they have scored 186 runs, 
been tapped for 113 and have 
rung up only one shut out, 

This is a pretty close fit; par- 
ticularly close if you recall that this 
year the bums have engaged in two 
games more than they had played 
at the corresponding date last year. 
In fact, only one item is lacking to 
complete the case. Last year the 
Dodgers were only a few points 
ahead of the mob. This year they

UNITED STATES INTERESTS 

This brief record would not be 
complete without reference to the 
company’s former United States in- 
terests, Shortly after Gurney had 
produced America’s first cast iron 
round boiler, Edward Gurney, Jr., 
took some of the boilers to the New 
England States and sold them 
through an agent in Boston, Later. 
arrangements .were made to have 
the boilers manufactured in a Bos- 
ton foundry operated—strangely 
enough—by a man named Frank 
Gurney, no relation to the Cana- 
dian Gurneys. 

Records show that in 1887 the 
boilers were still being sold.by a 
Boston agency, but some time prior 
to 1895'a selling firm was organized 
there under the name “Gurney 
Heater Manufacturing Co, Inc.” This 
concern handled the sale of Gurney 
products and acted as a jobbing 
house for kindred heating lines 
until, in 1912, the company built 
a plant in South Framingham, Mass., 
about 30 miles from Boston. This 
plant was copied largely from the 
West Toronto plant, and it was en- 
tirely owned and operated by the 
Gurney family. In 1928 it was sold 
to the National Radiator Corpora- 
tion, from which time forward Gur- 
neys concentrated full attention on 
their extensive interests in Canada.

No Evidence Of 
Eugen’s Damage 


LONDON, May 2.—(CP)—-An 
authoritative source said today 
there is no evidence at present of 


the extent of damage caused to the 
German cruiser Prinz Eugen in the 
torpedo-plane and bomber attack 
Sunday night nor is there informa- 
tion about her whereabouts. 

He asserted that generally speak. 
ing Germany made its warships 
better able to withstand torpedo at- 
tacks than Britain. 

The reason, he said, is that British 
ships have to be designed for long 
periods at sea under all kinds of 
climatic conditions and can not be 
cut up into as many subdivisions 
as German ships..

Fishbein, who sat South, cites this 
hand as an example of perfect. part- 
nership confidence and co-opera- 
tion, It is not easy for South to 
give up the hand for four hearts 
doubled, since he may have a vul- 
nerable game in spades, but he re- 
lied upon his partner's judgment by 
passing the double, 

After taking one spade, Fishbein 
laid down the king of diamonds. 
North responded with the seven. 
Declarer false-carded with the 10, 
but Fishbein was sure he had an- 
other. With four of the suit, North 
would surely have played the low- 
est to discourage a continuation, as 
he should credit South with at least

The diagnosis of kidney stones is 
best made with the X-ray. 
tunately, most of these stones con- 
tain sufficient calcium oxalate or 
calcium phosphate to cast a shadow 
which will show up on X-ray pic- 
tures, and about 80 per cent of all 
kidney stones are detected in this 
way. Those composed chiefly of 
uric acid do not cause enough of a 
shadow to be easily recognized. 

A laboratory test made of the 
liquid thrown out by the kidneys 
is also helpful in arriving at a dieg- 
nosis, as when such stones ate pres- 
ent, the urinalysis may show the 
presence of red blood cells, casts, al- 
bumin, bacteria, and crystals. Some- 
times, the first laboratory finding 
which suggests @ possible stone in 
the kidney is the discovery in the 
urine of the crystals out of which 
these stones are formed. 

One of the first symptoms of kid- 
ney stone may be a sharp, shooting 
pain which has been given the name 
of kidney stone colic. In describing 
the pain, the patient usually says it 
resembles a “hot pain.” The pain is 
due to the kidney or the tube lead- 
ing away from it, being injured as 
the stone seeks to escape and to 
make its way downward into the 
bladder. 

Although this severe pain is char- 
acteristic of kidney stone, some pati- 
ents "entirely escape it, and it is 
truly remarkable how large a stone 
may remain in the kidney for years 
without causing any marked dis- 
comfort, It also happens occuasion- 
ally that quité a large stone will 
suddenly pass from the kidney with- 
out causing any distress. 

Kidney stones appear to be caused 
either by the presence of excessive 
amounts of uric acid or oxalic acid 
in the blood, or by an abnormal 
condition of the urine which encour- 
ages the deposit of crystals, Another 
cause is interference with the pro- 
per drainage of the kidney. 

The stones themselves are formed 
of various materials which solidify 
and becomes masses of crystals:

The treatment of kidney stones 
must necessarily vary with the in- 
| dividual case, as a great deal de- 
pends upon the size of the stone and 
also upon its hardness, In my own 
experience, providing the stone is 
small enough so there is some hope | 
of its escaping from the kidney, | 
find the best plan ig to start the pati- | 
ent on a fast. During the fast, | 
copious water drinking is encourag- 
ed. These small stones may in some 
cases be caused to make their way | 
out of the body through giving the | 
patient plenty of fluid, as is done | 
by fasting and water-drinking.

OTTAWA, May 20.—(CP)— 
Western wheat deliveries during 
the crop year 1942-43 will be made 
on the basis of the grower's 1941 
authorized acreage, George Mc- 
Ivor, chairman of the Canadian 
wheat board, told the house of 
commons committee on agricul- 
ture yesterday. 


The 1941 authorized acreage was 
based on 65 per cent of the grow- 
er’s 1940 wheat crop. 

Under the federal program for 
1942-43 wheat deliveries are re- 
stricted to 280,000,000 bushels from 
the west. 

“Until the acreage for 1942 is 
known and until the general pat- 
tern of the 1942 crop is established, 
it will be impossible to state the 
basis upon which wheat deliveries 
will be made from authorized acre- 
ages,” Mr. MclIvor said.

Employees Under 
Insurance Act 


Proposal to bring employees of 
civic -owned utilities within the 
scope of the Dominion Unemploy- 


ment Insurance Act will be op- 

posed by the city of Edmonton, 

Mayor John W. Fry stated Tues- 

day, 

He stated that he would sponsor 
a resolution at the forthcoming an- 
nual convention of the Canadian 
Federation of Mayors and Muni- 
cipalities voicing opposition to the 
proposal, and seeking the continued 
exemption of municipal corpora- 
tions and their employees from the 
scope of the act. 

Mayor Fry will leave for Ottawa 
on Saturday to attend the confer- 
ence. He is a member of the execu- 
tive of the Federation, and will be 
the only city representative at the 
meeting. 

Mayor Fry said he saw in the 
government's proposal the thin end 
of the wedge to bring all municipal 

, employees under the scope of the 
Unemployment Insurance Act. 


EMPLOYEES EXEMPTED 

He pointed to the fact that when 
the Unemployment Insurance plan 
was adopted by the government, 
municipal employees were exempt- 
ed after a ruling had been given 
by solicitors to the department of 
justice that the inclusion of these 
employees would be contrary to the 
provisions of the British North 
America Act, 

Mayor Fry said the proposal now 
being considered would divide 
municipal employees into two 
classes, one of which would be com- 
pelled to contribute and the other 
would be exempt. This, he stated, 
would create an unnecessary and 
unjustifiable anomaly among gov- 
ernment employees, of which muni- 
cipal employees form a type. He 
added that members of the Edmon- 
ton Federation of Civic Employees 
were considering his resolution.

The actual military preparations 
for war in the territory are, of 
course, strictly secret.

DEEP SECRET 

Similarly, the number of planes 
here is a deep secret; but anyone 
can look at a map and see the 
vicious peakg that bar the way to 
fighters, and the mists that spell 
wreckage for bombers.

Mr, Fisher has recently returned 
from the southern part of the prov- 
ince where he reports that salvaging 
of metals and rubber has hit its full 

stride this month, 

An estimated 100 carloads of scrap 
iron, steel and other metals will be 
shipped out of the province in May, 
Mr. Fisher stated. This will be sup- 
plemented by many carloads of rub- 
ber, collection of which is being 
stressed during this month, he said, 

Mr. Fisher visited Calgary, Leth- 
bridge, Medicine Hat, Drumheller, 
Hanna and other points and report- 
ed that in all these areas the cam- 
paign has been gaining momentum 
daily and is now in full swing. 

At the end of April, Calgary ex- 
ceeded the $10,000 mark in the value 
of salvage collected since the cam- 
Paign began and $1,610 worth was 
collected in April, Mr. Fisher stated.
